Allen  will  replace  retiring  Com- 
missioner Luke  Kiegg.  Klegg  con- 
cludes six  years  as  City  Com- 
missioner on  Dec.  31. 


Roger  Williams  To  Play 


Roger  Williams,  famous  for  his  piano  ar- 
rangements of  “Autumn  Leaves”  and  “Born 
Free,”  will  perfoim  in  concert  tonight  at  8 
p.m.  in  the  Smith  Fieldhouse. 

Twelve  million  record  albums  by  Roger 
Williams  have  been  bought,  more  than  those 
of  all  other  living  pianists  combined.  He 
also  boasts  forty-five  selling  singles. 

KANSAS  STATE 

Roger  was  introduced  to  music  early  in 
life  by  his  mother,  who  was  director  of  the 
Kansas  State  College  Symphony.  By  the  age 
of  12  he  played  13  instruments. 

When  Roger  enlisted  in  the  Navy  in 
1943  following  high  school  graduation,  he 
almost  lost  a finger  when  the  breach  of  a 
cannon  crushed  his  right  hand.  He  dissuad- 
ed the  surgeon  from  amputating  the  finger, 
and  therapy  finally  restored  its  use. 

RADIO  SHOW 

Following  the  war  Roger  won  his  own 
radio  show  in  Des  Moines  and  gave  concerts 
at  colleges  in  the  Midwest.  The  compensa- 
tion was  especially  good  a:t  Idaho  State  Uni- 
versity where  he  met  Joy  Dunsmoor,  a beau- 
tiful music  student  and  football  queen.  He 
proposed  to  her  on  their  first  date. 

Ten  months  later  they  were  married  by 
Roger’s  father  who  was  a minister  in  Des 
Moines,  of  the  largest  United  Lutheran 
church  in  the  U.S. 

PRIZES 

Prizes  started  Roger  toward  fame.  He 
won  the  Arthur  Godfrey  “Talent  Scouts” 
program  and  $1000  on  “Chance  of  a Life- 
time.” 

When  asked  what  he  thinks  of  The 
Beatles  or  Elvis  Presley,  Roger  explains  he 
believes  there’s  a place  for  all  kinds  of  mus- 
ic and  no  place  for  musical  snobs.
